A new doctor in town 
should eliminate the wait¬ 
ing list of patients looking 
for a local physician. 

However, it’s likely at 
least one more doctor will 
be needed to ensure every¬ 
one has a physician in 
town, says family health 
team executive director 
Maria Bau-Coote. 

There are currently 380 
patients on the waiting list 
for a doctor in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, she says. 

Once the public hears 
about Dr. Steve Durocher, 
recently hired to begin 
seeing patients at the 
Niagara Medical Clinic in 
January, “it’s likely that 
within three months he'll 
have a full practice, and 10 
minutes later we’ll have 
people on a new waiting 
list.” 

Even though a full prac¬ 
tice generally means 
between 1,000 and 1,500 
patients, there are likely 
more residents in town 
looking for a local doctor 
who haven’t bothered to 
put their names on a wait¬ 
ing list, says Bau-Coote. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
requires more doctors than 
other municipalities its 
size because of its popula¬ 
tion of older adults 
who "tend to 
have more com¬ 
plex issues. The 
older the popula¬ 
tion, the more 
time physicians 
spend on their 
patients’ care, so 
physicians will 
take fewer 
patients than if 
practicing in a 
younger munici¬ 
pality.” 

The young 
doctor, a Niagara 
Falls native, has 
been finishing 
his residency in 
Hamilton, and 
will be coming to 
Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to begin his 
practice. 

“I consider the 
Niagara Region 
my home," he 
said. “It’s a great 
area, to visit and 


Durocher says one of 
the reasons he looks for¬ 
ward to working in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is the 
benefit of being part of a 
family health team. 

It presents comprehen¬ 
sive care that is positive for 
patients. And physicians 
enjoy a better quality of 
work and life because of 
the support of the family 
health team, he says. 

Quality of life, he adds, 
“I expect will be high in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake." 

He hopes for a well- 
rounded practice with 
patients of all ages, he says, 
and is interested in pre¬ 
ventative health care, 
“which is high on my list of 
priorities.” 

The family health team 
staff, allows the physician 
to take the time to “go that 
extra mile you need to go” 
for preventative care, he 

Patients were skeptical 
about family health teams 
when they were a new con¬ 
cept, says Bau-Coote, but 
that has changed. 

"At first patients were 
afraid it meant they 
couldn't see their own 
doctor. It's taken a couple 
of years, but now they real¬ 
ize this is the kind of care 
they want and have come 
to expect - they have their 


own doctor and so much 
more available to them, 
right here, including spe¬ 
cialists, under one roof. It’s 
great for patients and it’s 
great for doctors.” 

In addition to their pri¬ 
mary care physicians, 
patients of the family 
health team have available 
to them a long list of health 
care providers, including 
nurse practitioners, a dieti¬ 
cian, social worker, diabe¬ 
tes educator, three educa¬ 
tion nurses who specialize 
in heart and lung diseases 
and health and wellness, a 
mental health group that 
includes two psychiatrists, 
one for adults and one for 
children, a specialist in 
internal medicine, a der¬ 
matologist, a gerontolo¬ 
gist, a chiropodist and a 
pharmacist. 

As an example of how 
the family health team 
model works, says Bau- 
Coote, often a patient who 
comes to see the nurse 
practitionerwillbereferred 
to a doctor during that 
appointment, sometimes 
when the alternative would 
have been to call an ambu¬ 
lance. That diverts a visit 
to an emergency room, she 
says, with an outcome that 
if beneficial to the provin¬ 
cial health budget as well 
as the patient. 

And as happy as Bau- 


Coote is to have another 
doctor onboard, "it’s very 
important to get the right 
fit, to have the right person 
for this family health 

Durocher, she says, was 
not the only doctor inter¬ 
viewed or the only one 
who wanted to join the 
family health team - but he 
did seem the best fit. 

"We’re very grateful that 
he decided to join us.” 

Residents with their 
names on the waiting list 
will be contacted first 
about an appointment to 
meet Durocher, she said, 
and then others in town 
who are interested can 
come in or call for an 
appointment at 905-468- 
3275.

There’s a new doctor in town 
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Cemetery stones restored 


Gravestones have stories 
to tell, and in St. Mark’s 
Cemetery in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, those stones help to 
tell the history of the people 
who forged this nation. 

Donald Combe, a Niagara- 
on-the-Lake author of books 
on local burial grounds and 
the sexton of St. Mark's cem¬ 
etery, says after 20 years of 
wandering through the cem¬ 
etery, he can still get that 
'shivers up the back’ feeling 
from the stories surrounding 
him. 

Thursday, back in the 
cemetery with the second- 
year class of School of 
Restoration Arts students 
from Willowbank, Combe 
was watching stones meticu¬ 


lously repaired by Thomas 
Neumeyer, one of the world’s 
leading experts in stone con¬ 
servation, be painstakingly 
replaced. 

Neumeyer travels once a 
year from Denmark to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake to 
spend a week teaching at 
Willowbank in Queenston. 
And while in the neighbor¬ 
hood, he spends some time 
at St. Mark's Cemetery, 
restoring some of the most 
historic stone markers in the 
province - the cemetery, with 
one stone that dates back to 
1784, is the oldest in Ontario 
still in use. 

Under Neumeyer's tutor¬ 
ing, the cemetery and some 
badly damaged stones have 
become another campus for 
the students of Willowbank. 

Three years ago, a storm 


with winds of more than 100 
km/hr downed several tall 
white pines in the cemetery, 
blanketing many of its his¬ 
toric stones with tree trunks, 
branches, and a carpet of 
pine needles. Once the 
debris was cleaned up, an 
assessment was done of the 

those that required restora- 

Not long after, Rev. Bob 
Wright learned of Neumeyer 
andhisworkwith Willowbank 
students, and a partnership 
was forged. 

The contribution of 
Neumeyer and his students 
“is priceless,” says Combe. 
“There isn’t anybody else at 
this level. This is the ultimate 
work that could be done 

And not only are the cem¬ 


etery stones receiving the 
best care possible, it comes 
at the right price - the church 
isn’t being charged for the 

“It’s a symbiotic relation¬ 
ship,” says Combe. 
“Everybody wins. These 
young students are very spe¬ 
cial and very respectful. It’s 
obvious they love what 
they’re doing. We’re blessed 
to have Willowbank just up 
the road, and Willowbank is 
blessed to have Thomas. We 
couldn’t conceive of having 
this work done without his

“We’re blessed to have this 
work to do,” Neumeyer 
quickly chimed in. “The stu¬ 
dents at Willowbank are all 
very driven to work on heri¬ 
tage preservation - they take 
this very seriously.”

The methods that are 
being used on the St. 
Mark’s stones only work 
because of the contribu¬ 
tion of the students and 
the relationship with 
Willowbank, he added - at 
a commercial level it would 
be too time-consuming 
and too expensive. 

Eight of the oldest and 
most significant stones 
damaged in the storm were 
taken to an historic barn of 
the Willowbank property, 
now used as a workshop 
for students. But before 
restoration work could 
begin, the stones needed 
to dry out, and that can 
take a year or even longer 

Neumeyer. 

A couple of stones have 
been repaired and were 
replaced Thursday, one 
from 1839 and the other 
from 1867, with another 
half-dozen remaining in 
the barn. 

Others, including a 
stone belonging to the 
grave of Charles Secord, 
Laura’s only son, who died 
in 1872 at the age of 63, 
will remain in the barn 
until next year’s visit. And 
after a look around the 
cemetery Thursday, a list 
was made of more stones 
to be removed for restora- 

In the barn, the surface 
of the stones are carefully 
cleaned with water and 
soft brushes, removing the 
lichen and moss that have 
built up over centuries and 
obscured the engraving. In 
some cases, wording long 
concealed emerges, but in 
others, the engraving has 


simply been so worn down 
over time it's lost, said 
Neumeyer. 

He uses steel pins with 
epoxy to strengthen the 
breaks where the stones 
were broken, and a lime- 


He explains that the 
gentle methods he uses in 
stone conservation ensure 
work is “reversible,” unlike 
some repairs that have cre¬ 
ated further damage. 

For example, says 
Combe, there are stones in 
the cemetery that have 


been cleaned by well-in¬ 
tentioned people using 
muriatic acid, that “ 
instantly look beautiful, 
until the deterioration 
begins.” 

The oldest headstone in 
the cemetery, that of 
Elizabeth Kerr, who was 


buried in 1784, escaped 
harm from a downed tree 
for the second time in the 
storm of 2011- the largest 
tree to fall lay mere feet 
away, leaving the stone 
unscathed. In a downburst 
of May 2000, a tree came 
down right between Kerr’s 


marker and a neighbour¬ 
ing stone, says Combe, fill¬ 
ing up the space between 

"It seemed like a mira¬ 
cle, seeing that tree exactly 
between the two stones. 
Elizabeth was watching

Sow some milkweed and provide a home for butterflies 


Life cycle of

Have you taken a walk 
around your neighbour¬ 
hood lately? 

I was really very pleas¬ 
antly surprised at just how 
much colour was still in 
the gardens - over and 
above the golden yellow 
of all the leaves. 

Here is a list of what I 
enjoyed: pink fairy roses, 
Yellow french marigolds, 
mauve pansies, yellow 
daisies (not sure what 
type) bright red burning 
bush, pink mums, small 
red begonias and deep 
burgundy Japanese maple 
- so November is looking

in the bird population as 
our summer group moves 
south and our winter 
group of visitors take up 
their usual favourite plac- 

Some of the woodpeck¬ 
er family can be quite 
colourful but I still love 
the little chickadees. 

Now there is something 


we should do so that we 
are all set for next sum¬ 
mer - sow the milkweed 
seeds. I would suggest 
you plant it where you can 
keep an eye on things (it 
does not get planted deep 
- just sprinkle some earth 
and fertilizer over it and 
mark the spot). 

As the whole life cycle 
of the monarchs revolve 
around this plant. The 
butterflies lay their eggs 
on the underside of the 
leaves. They then develop 
and become caterpillars - 
you will know they are 
there as they eat the 
leaves, making holes. 

Then comes the chrys¬ 
alis stage, hanging under 
the leaves or from other 
branches, then poof, like 
magic we have a new 
monarch butterfly. 

I just love the fact that 


we gardeners are being 
recognized for helping 
this species to survive. 

Although I mentioned 
planting seed, now is not 
a good time to seed the 
bare spots on your lawn. 
The birds will take it as 
feeding time, and winter 
rains will wash it away. 

Best wait until spring. 

Make sure you have cut 
back your roses enough 
so the winter winds will 
not be able to whip them 
and loosen the root and

‘New vision’ for board

Jennifer Ajandi knows voters were 
looking for new faces and fresh views 
on the public school board. 

"I think people were looking for dif¬ 
ferent kinds of experiences on the 
board, along with a solid group of expe¬ 
rience trustees," she says. 

That's precisely what those voting for 
trustees to represent St. Catharines and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake on the District 
School Board of Niagara got - two of the 
four voted to serve this term, Ajandi 
and Linda Crouch, are new. 

Jonathan Fast has one term under his 
belt, and Lora Campbell has more than 
25 years experience as a school board 

A Brock and Ryerson University 
instructor, Ajandi is very involved as a 
parent in her daughter’s St. Catharines 
elementary school, so she comes at the 
issue of education from both sides. 

Crouch, a SL Catharines realtor, has 
two sons at DSBN high schools, and has 
been an advocate for students for more 
than a decade. 

Ajandi graduated from the perform¬ 
ing arts program at Niagara District 
Secondary School in 1996, and says she 
understands the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
community and how traumatic school 
closures have been. 

“I feel very connected to the commu¬ 
nity, and I understand the frustration. I 
feel like their voices haven’t been heard 
fairly. I’ve met with people whose lives 
have been impacted by decisions the 
board has made, and I’m interested in 
building a new and healthy relationship 
and helping to figure out where we go 
from here, how we can work in a col¬ 


laborative way. A lot of healing needs to 
happen.” 

Ajandi says she would encourage the 
board to look at schools as "multi-pur¬ 
pose” sites that can offer support pro¬ 
grams for seniors and youth. 

“We need to look at creative ways to 
use space before we have conversations 
about closure,” she says. "We should be 
thinking about schools as community 
hubs that can do a great job of offering 
services and becoming a vibrant place 
for everybody.” 

She hopes that with some new vision 
on the board, "we can move forward in 
a very positive direction. It will be a 
process, and it might take some time, 
but I’m confident and hopeful and I 
look forward to helping to move that 
process forward.” 

Linda Crouch ran on a campaign of 
transparency. As a parent and a mem¬ 
ber of four different school councils, 
she feels having brought forward issues 
from that side of the table will help her 
represent the community at the board. 

“I hope to have support from my fel¬ 
low trustees to have detailed DSBN 
agendas available to the public,” she 

“This is so they can read the staff or 
committee reports, to be as knowledge¬ 
able and informed as possible. This 
single move will create more transpar¬ 
ency and facilitate engaged citizens, 
whose input I encourage.” 

Community input helps trustees to 
be clear about the concerns and priori¬ 
ties of the public - that’s the mandate of 
trustees, but getting the community 
message across at board meetings could 
be improved, Crouch says.

Input on community 
concerns and priorities 
"can enable our four NOTL 
and St. Catharines trustees 
to bring these forward as 
we contribute to board dis¬ 
cussions and formulate 
workable solutions togeth¬ 
er. I look forward to work¬ 
ing with the board, espe¬ 
cially our other three local 
trustees, to accomplish 
positive changes." 


A little-known opportu¬ 
nity of school advisory 
councils is that they can 
take a recommendation on 
any issue to their principal 
or school board, and the 
principal or school board 
must consider the recom¬ 
mendation and report 
back, she says - she’d like 
to see more use made of 
that board policy. 

“I’m very excited and 
very hopeful about making 
our school board the best it 


can be for everyone.” 

CARE members are 
delighted to see changes at 
the DSBN across the region, 
said CARE co-chair Lindsay 
Gazzard. 

“Voters chose Linda 
Crouch and Jennifer Ajandi 


their support of schools as 
community hubs, critical 
to the lifeblood and eco¬ 
nomic growth of our towns 
and villages.” 

And Jonathan Fast’s cre¬ 
ative voice continues to 
draw strong support, espe¬ 
cially for his platform of 


consolidating school 
boards to ease declining 
enrollment challenges and 
to reduce the burden on 
tax payers, said Gazzard - 
Fast has said he would like 
to see the Catholic and 
public boards merge. 

"We are hopeful that 


new trustees will be able to 
bring a new vision to the 
DSBN so it can become a 
trusted voice for the people 
with policies that better 
reflect the desires of our 
parents and children, 
teachers and support staff," 
said Gazzard.

Too much sitting is not 
healthy. 


“Sitting is the new 
smoking,” says Trevor 
Ward of Niagara Region 
health and safety. 

But many jobs today 


are long hours of sitting, 
with the odd break to get 
up and stretch. 

The Niagara Region 
now has 12 treadmill- 
desks outfitted with a full 
computer and telephone 
headset to allow Region 
employees - especially 
ones who typically spend 
their days seated at a desk 
- to stay active while still 
getting work done. The 
desks are height-adjust- 
able, and employees sign 
up to use them. 

The project was 
launched by the public 
health department, based 
on research that shows a 
sedentary lifestyle has 
been associated with 
health problems such as 
obesity, diabetes and even 
death. 

A pilot project has 
ended, says Ward, and the 
evaluation report shows 
only positive results from 
every user of the worksta¬ 
tions, some of which have 
been moved to satellite 
offices to spread the ben¬ 
efit amongst more users. 

Some of the remaining 


workstations have been 
moved around to provide 
better access for more of 
the employees with sed¬ 
entary jobs, he said. 

As a health and safety 
officer with more than 30 
years’ experience, Ward 
says he looks at the bal¬ 
ance of cost of the work¬ 
stations - about $4,000 
each - with the cost of 
people who are becoming 
ill with cumulative health 
issues, and the cost of 
replacing those employ¬ 
ees while they're off work. 

"When people are out 
of the workplace for long 
periods of time, it can be 
very expensive. I see this 
as money well-spent.” 

Cathy Simpson would 
agree. The chief executive 
officer of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Public Library 
goes to a chiropractor reg¬ 
ularly because of back and 
neck problems. Sitting too 
long aggravates the prob¬ 
lem and increases the

So she did some research on healthy 
workstations, spoke to the public 
health department at the region about 
the pilot project, and with a report to 
back up her request, asked the library 
board about purchasing a treadmill 
workstation for her office. 

There was some discussion about 
the “optics” over the cost, says Simpson, 
and fear it might seem an extrava- 

But Andrew Porteus, chair of the 
board that governs the library, sets 
policy and approves the operating and 
capital budgets, was supportive of her 
request, and the board, after some dis¬ 
cussion, voted to spend $4,000 of the 
library’s capital budget for furniture 
replacements on a treadmill-desk 
combo for her. 

"We take the health of our employ¬ 
ees very seriously and are doing what 
we can to create a healthy work envi¬ 
ronment," Porteus. 

Sit-to-stand desks were also pur¬ 
chased for employees, and Simpson is 
hoping the board will purchase one 
more treadmill workstation that staff 


balk at the cost, she says she welcomes 


the opportunity to help promote 
awareness of the importance of a 
healthy workplace, and the connection 
between healthy employees and pro¬ 
ductivity. 

"I think it's really important to edu¬ 
cate people,” she says. 

“I know it wasn’t cheap, but I also 
know I’m a healthier, happier and 
more productive employee, and the 
library gets more out of me. I’m not 
taking time off for neck and back prob¬ 
lems, My chiropractor says she can't 
get over the difference.” 

Simpson logs three to four miles a 
day, walking at a comfortable 1.3 miles 
per hour, which allows her to talk on 
the phone, read and work at her com- 

She has worked it into her daily rou¬ 
tine, spending an hour or more on it 
first thing in the morning and then 
again in the afternoon, for a total of 
two to three hours of her working day. 

She finds working and exercising 
simultaneously makes the day go by 
quickly, and she never feels tired or 
sleepy - walking on the treadmill ener¬ 
gizes her, she says. 

"It’s an idea that is really catching 
on and becoming more mainstream, 
because we know the damage sitting 
for long periods of time does to us.”

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Recital to showcase St. Marie’s organ

It’s dramatic, majestic, 
imposing and impressive. 

And it has a sound to 

The newest member of 
the trilogy of organs at St. 
Mark’s Church has been 
assembled and tuned - or 
“voiced” in the world of 
pipe organs - and is ready 
to dazzle the public. 

It’s 12 feet tall, weighs 
3,000 pounds, and fits its 
corner of the church tran¬ 
sept "like a glove,” says Rev. 
Bob Wright. 

It’s now used for regular 
Sunday services, but a 
recital by Andrew 
Henderson, the Thorold- 
born organist and director 
of music at the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in New York City, 
will play the classics on the 
Gabriel Kney tracker pipe 
organ that now looks quite 
at home in the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake church. 

While it’s not large by 
pipe organ standards, its 


sound has a “brilliance and 
clarity" that will attract the 
best organists, says the 
church music director 
Michael Tansley. 

A generous—and so far 
anonymous—member of 
the congregation donated 
the funds to purchase the 
new pipe organ. 

The organ, valued at 
about $300,000, was moved 
from Christ Church in 
London, which closed in 
the spring, to St. Mark’s in 
pieces and voiced to fit the 
church accoustics by its 
maker, Gabriel Kney. 

“We knew it was a very 
fine organ, knew its histo¬ 
ry, and that it was avail¬ 
able,” says Rev. Bob Wright 
of St. Mark’s. 

He and Tansley went to 
have a look at it, Tansley 
played it, and with the help 
of the generous donation, a 
bid was made and accept¬ 
ed. 

Wright knows and 
admires the organ-maker, 
the renowned Gabriel 
Kney—he made the organ 
for Roy Thomson Hall in 


Toronto—as well as the 
organist who played it at 
Christ Church, “so there is 
a personal connection for 
me,” he says. 

Kney was pleased to 
know the organ he built 
specifically for Christ 
Church would be used 
again, not only for church 
services but for a broader 
music program, including 
Music Niagara, said 
Wright. 

But more than that, 
Kney was delighted with 
the way it sounded in St. 
Mark’s, a church used often 
for concerts and known for 
its great acoustics. 

“He said it sounds bet¬ 
ter here than in the church 
he designed it for,” said 
Wright. 

“This church is blessed 
with great acoustics, and 
he was thrilled with how it 
sounded - it’s his creation 
and he wants it to do well." 

The public will have an 
opportunity to hear it 
Saturday, Nov. 29, at 7:30 
p.m. 

Tickets are $15 - very 


reasonable for a concert by 
an organist of Henderson’s 
stature, says Wright, and 
kept reasonable “because 
we’d really like people to 
hear this organ.” 

Tickets are available 
from the parish office, or at 
the door. 

Henderson and Tansley 
will share the honor of 
playing the organ at the 
Sunday morning church 
service Nov. 30. 

"It will be another 
chance for people to hear 
the organ, but this time as 
used in a church service 
rather than a recital,” said 
Tansley.

Autism Spectrum Disorder 
Medication Treatment Study 

PARTICIPANTS NEEDED 


MEDICATION OFFERS PROMISING 
NEW OPTION FOR AUTISM TREATMENT 


Currently there are no medications approved to treat the core deficits 
of autism (social skills, repetitive behaviours). McMaster University/ 
McMaster Children’s Hospital is conducting a research study to 
investigate whether the drug Riluzole may be helpful with these 
symptoms. Riluzole is a drug that is already Health Canada & FDA 
approved for treating adults with a neurological disorder. 


Why is Riluzole being considered a treatment for ASD? The human 
brain is never quiet: every region constantly fires electrical signals. 
Some signals are loud and clear and others are muffled murmurs. 
In autism, the background murmurs are hard to tune out and the 
brain becomes noisy, making it difficult to receive clear signals. Its 
like trying to have a private conversation in a crowded room, some 
words get lost and the message is hard to understand. Riluzole is a 
drug that may help some people with ASD tune out brain background 
noise so that they can receive clear signals. In this way, Riluzole 
may improve compulsive, aggressive and repetitive behaviours. 
Unlike current drug treatments, Riluzole may also improve social 
skills and help kids with ASD talk to other children, make friends 
and enjoy activities with other people. 


Who can participate? Children aged 6-17 diagnosed with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder (ASD, Autism, PDD-NOS, or Asperger’s 
Syndrome) may be eligible. You do not have to reside within the 
hospital’s catchment area in order to participate. Expenses related to 
participation (e.g. parking, cost of drug) will be paid for by the study. 
Participants will also receive compensation for their time as a token 
of appreciation. 


How do I know if this trial would be a good fit for my child? 

Decisions about medication always require careful consideration. 
Dr. Bennett will meet with you at the beginning to provide information 
and discuss whether this study is right for you and your child.
